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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR FOR THE YEAR 
1924 


The year 1924 has been notable mainly in the important 
accessions secured by gift or purchased from accumulated funds. 
Some of these were first seen in Europe by the Director, Mr. 
Howard, and Mr. Milliken; and, unless negotations fail, there will 
be additions recorded during the coming year which resulted 
from Mr. Milliken’s visit to Italy the past summer. 

The constant enrichment of our collections makes it possible 
to add still further to the charm of the galleries at each re- 
arrangement. We continue to receive welcome tributes from 
visitors as to the beauty of the building and the installation of 
its galleries. 

The increased purchasing power is also appreciated for 
another reason. Every new and important addition to the 
collections increases the capacity of the Museum to effectively 
serve the community. It must be constantly borne in mind that 
the richest and most important collection is of real value only 
to the extent that it is made of use to the public. The wider the 
uses to which the collections are put the greater are their in- 
herent value to the community. The greatest masterpiece in 
the world cannot do its full service to the cause of art if shown 
where only a few can see it. 


During the year all but two of the galleries have been cleaned, 
repainted, or hung with fresh fabric, for the first time since the 
building was finished nine years ago. At the same time Galleries 
V and XI were rebuilt, the outside windows closed except for 
high clerestory lights, which provide pleasant lighting while 
giving additional hanging space and making the galleries more 
attractive. 

No bequests were paid during the year, but the Director has 
had a number of conferences indicating that the Museum has 
been made a beneficiary in several wills. In one case of special 
interest the entire estate will come to the Museum, the income, 
and part of the principal if deemed wise, to be used for further- 
ing the educational work with children. 
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This report is intended mainly as a brief summary of depart- 
mental reports, the careful reading of which is urged. They give 
details as to what has been accomplished and also the points of 
view of those who are directly responsible for the work. 

At the close of the year ninety people were employed by the 
Museum, of whom all but fourteen were giving full-time service. 
The value of the bonus system is shown by the fact that on June 
thirtieth next, maximum bonus payments will be made to 
nineteen who have served six years, or more, as against fifteen 
last year. Out of ninety employees sixty-seven will receive 
bonus payments next June, totalling $6,187.50. 

We take justifiable pride in the fine spirit shown throughout 
the Staff and in the splendid record of long term and continuous 
service which is being developed here. This is the more im- 
portant because of the high cost involved in the first years of 
training which alone can make a competent and understanding 
museum worker. 

THE TRUSTEES 
Eleven meetings of the Board were held in 1924, usually on the 
third Thursday of each month. Attendance at meetings is in- 
creasingly regular and there are few absences except in cases 
where Trustees are out of town. 

The death of George H. Worthington, one of the original 
Trustees, occurred on January ninth, and Francis F. Prentiss 
was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Mrs. John Huntington, a former Trustee and widow of a 
founder of the Museum, died on December twenty-seventh. 


THE ACCESSIONS COMMITTEE 

To this important Committee the Trustees delegate a large 
part of the responsibility of selecting objects offered for the 
collections as gifts, or considered for purchase. The Committee 
has given much time to the careful consideration of objects 
brought before it. Eleven meetings were held during the year, 
and over 1127 objects passed upon for purchase and 588 objects 
considered, which were offered as gifts. 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee has again rendered valuable service in 
connection with the investment of funds. In many instances re- 
investment of funds has resulted in an increase of income. 
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THE GENERAL ENDOWMENT FUND 


The committee which in 1923 raised the fund now amounting 
to $724,000 has been reappointed and requested, if possible, 
to increase the Fund to at least $1,000,000, the amount required 
to insure the income necessary to meet the expenses of the 
Museum in the near future. Messrs. William G. Mather, 
Ralph King, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., and Francis F. Prentiss 
are the members of this important committee. On the success 
of their efforts largely depends the possibility of continuing or 
further extending the service rendered by the Museum to the 
public. 


THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 


The membership of the Council has remained unchanged except 
for the withdrawal of Mr. Prentiss, upon his election as a 
Trustee. 

There was no emergency which required a meeting of the 
Council during the year; but, as heretofore, the Director and 
Curators have frequently called upon individual Councilors for 
advice and assistance. The Museum benefits greatly by such 
conferences and thanks are due the members of the Council for 
their codperation. 

THE STAFF 


On September twenty-eighth the Staff suffered a serious loss in 
the death of Lawrence Park, non-resident Curator of Early 
American Art. Mr. Park was one of the leading authorities on 
his subject and had greatly endeared himself to his associates. 
His loss is not ours alone, but is shared by all who are interested 
in his special field of study. 

The resignation of Frank J. Pool, for many years Assistant 
Secretary and Registrar, who left in June to accept a European 
business engagement, made it necessary to reorganize his De- 
partment. His work was assigned to his two assistants, Eleanor 
R. Sackett becoming Registrar and Isabel Bloomberg, Cashier. 
Miss Louise Burchfield has been engaged to serve as assistant 


to both. 


In June 1924 Thomas Whitney Surette withdrew as official 
adviser to the Department of Musical Arts. He remains in a 
friendly capacity, giving such advice as may be called for and 
delivering four lectures during the season. 
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Rossiter Howard has been appointed Curator of Classical 
Art, and to him has also been assigned the care of the Egyptian 
Collection. 

A number of Staff members spent the summer abroad. Mr. 
and Mrs. Whiting had three delightful months in France, Italy, 
and England. In connection with the Bureau of University 
travel Mr. and Mrs. Howard led a group of people especially 
interested in art museum instruction to Italy, France, and 
Greece, a few going on to Egypt. Included in the party were 
Miss Gibson, Miss Horton, Miss Malin, and Mrs. Mills, who 
are full- or part-time workers in the Museum. Mr. Milliken 
spent three months studying in France and Italy, having a few 
days in Paris with the Director’s party before going south. 

During the winter months fortnightly meetings of the Staff 
alternated with Curators’ meetings. These brief conferences have 
proved a helpful means of keeping the members of the Staff in- 
formed as to what is going on in all departments with a resulting 
spirit of understanding and codperation. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The report of the Membership Secretary on page 51 shows a 
gain of 249 members during the year, but this only partly indi- 
cates the value to the Museum of the increased membership. 
There was a net gain of thirty-seven Sustaining Members, who 
pay $25. This is the most profitable yearly membership, and 
most of those added were transferred from less productive 
classes. There was also a net gain of fifty-five Life Members. 
The income from the Membership Department available for 
expenses was $36,477, while $17,510 was added to the Member- 
ship Endowment Fund. 

The need of a largely increased membership is still urgent. 
It is hoped that the end of the year 1925 will bring the list of 
members well past the five thousand mark. It seems difficult to 
believe that in a city of Cleveland’s size and wealth there are 
not at least eight to ten thousand people who would consider it a 
privilege or a duty to support the Museum through membership. 

Privileges for members have been continued. Seats are 
reserved for members for all events in the Lecture Hall until ten 
minutes before the lecture hour. The special classes for mem- 
bers’ children are proving so popular as to overtax our available 
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facilities and to make still more urgent the need of the proposed 
Children’s Museum building. 

On October seventh was held the first reception for new mem- 
bers. It is hoped to hold similar receptions every spring and fall 
in order to introduce informally the new members of the 
Museum to members of the Staff who will talk to them in 
the galleries. 

As usual, the members were invited to private views for the 
Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen in May 
and the Exhibition of Contemporary American Painting in 
June. A reception was also held during the late afternoon of 
December ninth to open the important exhibit of paintings by 
Manet, Renoir, and Morisot. 

ATTENDANCE 

The attendance for the year 1924 was 302,689, a slight increase 
over 1923 but still far behind the year 1922. It is interesting to 
note that of this attendance only 10,591 paid admission, the 
others coming on free days or securing free admission through 
membership card. Children with their teachers are always ad- 
mitted free. It is interesting to note again the high percentage 
of those coming to visit the Museum for some definite purpose, 
such as lectures, classes, or consultation, this amounting to 
96,306, or 31.8% of the total attendance.

FINANCES 
By means of very careful administration and the elimination of 
every expense which did not curtail service, the Museum was 
operated within its income and considerable work undertaken 
which was not included in the budget. The figures are given 

on page 85. 

As the President and the Treasurer both point out, however, 
it is necessary to face the fact that unless some other source of 
income is discovered the General Endowment Fund must be 
increased. The committee which in 1923 raised the fund now 
amounting to $724,000 has been reappointed and requested, if 
possible, to increase the Fund to at least $1,000,000, the amount 
required to insure the income necessary to meet the expenses 
of the Museum in the near future. 
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The financial tables on page 84 will show those who are in- 
terested the sources of income and the approximate principal 
value of funds established with Trust Companies or held by the 
Museum. 


The comparative tables of income and expenses are on page 
85 and the table of income from Endowment and other restrict- 
ed funds on page 86. 

The savings for the year insured the payment of the employ- 
ees’ bonus, as already indicated. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


The year has been notable for the many important accessions 
by gift and purchase, 506 items having been added by gift and 
1124 by purchase, a total of 1630 items included in 184 trans- 
actions. 


These important accessions are referred to by the Curators, 
whose reports are an interesting record of achievement. As 
usual the most notable gifts have been acquired through pur- 
chase from the fund provided by Mr. Wade. Once more Mr. 
and Mrs. King have made important additions to the King 
collection of Whistleriana and have contributed many other 
etchings, engravings, and lithographs to the Print Department. 

Much thought and study have been given to the collections 
during the year. Carefully printed labels have been prepared 
for most of the objects on exhibition. 

It is a pleasure to note that 1924 saw the first addition made 
to the Holden collection, a charming little panel by Sano di 
Pietro. This was acquired for the collection through contribu- 
tions from Mrs. Windsor T. White, Mrs. B. P. Bole, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Guerdon S. Holden, supplemented by income from 
The Holden Fund. 


EXHIBITIONS 


During the year 22 special exhibitions were held, as listed on 
page 75. These are described briefly in the reports of the 
Curators. The Sixth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen again required the largest amount of 
space and time and again resulted in a most satisfactory show- 
ing of interest on the part of the local public, sales from the 
exhibition having amounted to $11,198. 
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In addition to this annual exhibit the temporary exhibitions 
are classed as follows:

PUBLICATIONS 


Besides the Bulletin and the Annual Report for 1923 there was 
issued in the fall of 1924 one of the most important publications 
yet undertaken by the Museum. This was the Catalogue of the 
Collection of Arms and Armor presented to the Museum by 
Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance. The text was prepared by 
Miss Helen Ives Gilchrist, formerly a member of the Museum 
Staff, with an introduction by Dr. Bashford Dean, Curator of 
the Collection of Armor at The Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
The book was produced in Cleveland, with the exception of the 
photogravure plates, and was made possible only through the 
generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Severance, who met the entire ex- 
pense of publication. 
DEPARTMENTAL DEVELOPMENT 

During the year the Department of Classical Art was estab- 
lished and Mr. Howard appointed as Curator. To this Depart- 
ment is also assigned the care of the Egyptian Collection. It is 
gratifying to note the number of important additions which 
were made to the Classical collection during the year. Two of 
these, however, could not be prepared for exhibition during 
1924 but will be placed on exhibition early in 1925. 

Very important developments should be noted in the De- 
partment of Decorative Arts and the Department of Paintings, 
as indicated in Mr. Milliken’s reports, these having been in 
part the result of Mr. Milliken’s recent summer in Europe. 

In the number of accessions the Print Department still leads, 
with a remarkably steady growth which is indicated in Mr. 
Sizer’s report on page 38. The few additions to the Department 
of Oriental Art were of notable importance. 

It is still our hope that each department will in time gather 
about it a group of friends actively concerned in developing the 
collections in which they are especially interested. 

DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 
Mr. Moore’s report indicates fully the importance of the work

accomplished by this Department during the past year. 
Attendance at the Sunday lectures has increased. Mr. Quimby 
has continued an interesting relationship with the Public 
Schools, giving several series of talks in preparation for concerts 
by the Cleveland Orchestra. This work was made possible by a 
contribution from The Music Fund of Boston. 

Mr. Moore again acted as organist and choir master at the 
chapel of Adelbert College and gave there a half year course on 
The Appreciation of Music which was well attended. 


THE EDUCATIONAL WORK 


The report of the Department of Educational Work deserves 
most careful study, recording, as it does, the constructive work 
which is being done by the Museum in building up an apprecia- 
tion and understanding of art through lectures, classes, et cetera. 
Mr. Howard’s report will be found on page 53, and a study of 
every page and the attached statistics is especially urged. 

Once more we appeal for some friend of means who will make 
it possible to realize our dream of long standing—the erection 
of an adequate Children’s Museum building which will relieve 
much of the congestion of going and coming, while not in any 
way depriving the children of the advantage and privilege of 
visits to the main building. 

Mr. Wade has studied this matter carefully and is so im- 
pressed with the need that he has offered to quit claim his 
reversionary rights to an ideal bit of land adjoining the service 
station. Here the Children’s Museum would become a center 
in the Park for indoor and outdoor activities of children. It is 
difficult to imagine a greater privilege than will be given to the 
person who has the satisfaction of supplying this need and 
watching the consequent development of child life. 

We are pleased to report that Miss Horton and Miss Malin 
still continue their effective work as appointees of the Board of 
Education in the Museum, and we once more extend our appre- 
ciation to the Board and to Superintendent Jones and his 
assistants for their splendid spirit of codperation. 


THE LIBRARY 


The report of Miss Sill on page 60 indicates the steady growth 
of the demands for service in the Library and the fine use which 
is being made of the funds appropriated for this purpose. The 
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need of such a reference library is daily made more evident, 
and some friend is looked for who will make an annual appro- 
priation of from five to ten thousand dollars over a period of 
years. This would enable the Museum to acquire, as rapidly as 
possible, important reference works which are constantly need- 
ed by the Curators and other students. 


THE PRINT CLUB 
The Print Club continues to be a most helpful adjunct to the 
development of the Print Department of the Museum. 


NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 

The nineteenth annual meeting of The American Association 
of Museums was held in Washington from May tenth to thir- 
teenth. The Director was elected Vice President, and presided 
at a number of the sessions. It is interesting to report that dur- 
ing the year the work of the Association has progressed to such 
an extent that several of the New York Foundations are now 
aiding in its support, and at their suggestion, headquarters 
were moved in the fall to 2 West Forty-sixth Street, New York. 
The Director, as a member of the Council and the Executive 
Committee, attended several meetings in New York during 
the year. 

At the fifteenth annual convention of The American Feder- 
ation of Arts it was voted to hold the next convention in 
Cleveland. These meetings will be held in this Museum from 
May thirteenth to fifteenth, 1925. As a member of the Board 
of Directors of the Federation the Director attended meetings 
in New York City and Washington. 


COOPERATION 
In the spring of 1924 The Cleveland Conference for Educa- 
tional Codperation was organized, following the studies by the 
Director referred to in the last report, and conferences between 
the Director and President Vinson of Western Reserve Uni- 
versity. These resulted in a statement looking towards educa- 
tional codperation in the community, prepared by the Director 
and submitted to the first meeting of those interested held on 
March twenty-fifth. The Director was appointed Secretary of 
this conference and spent considerable time in working out 
plans, which, it is believed, will result during the coming year in 
important codperative educational developments for the city. 
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The Director has continued to serve as a member of the 
City Plan Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, acting as 
the Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Medal Awards and one 
or two special committees. 

During the year there have been numerousinformal conferences 
between members of our Staff and those of the other museums. 

The Director has also attended conferences held in New York 
at the invitation of the Carnegie Corporation to discuss subjects 
bearing upon the development of art interests in this country. 

An interesting event was the unveiling, on Sunday, October 
twenty-sixth, of the design for the Cleveland Community Fund 
campaign poster, presented to the Fund by Miss Cora Holden 
and dedicated to this purpose in the Armour Court of the Mu- 
seum by Samuel Mather, with an address by Henry Turner 
Bailey explaining the symbolism of the painting. In this con- 
nection it might also be stated that once more the Staff and 
employees of the Museum have met their obligations to the 
Community Chest fully. 

The reading of the various reports will indicate that all de- 
partments are taking advantage of every opportunity for co- 
operation with other organizations throughout the city. It does 
not seem necessary therefore to summarize the many contacts 
which have been made. 

The Director wishes to extend his thanks to every member 
of the Staff and to all of the other employees of the Museum 
for their loyal and enthusiastic support during the past year. It 
is only by such united and harmonious effort that big results 
can be secured, and we have every reason to feel gratified with 
the fine spirit of service which has been developed in the 
Museum. This has never been more apparent than during the 
last few months. It is quite evident that every one of the men 
and women employed in the various departments of the 
Museum is earnestly striving to do each task assigned to the 
best of his or her ability. It is believed that this codperative 
attitude shows itself in the general atmosphere of the Museum. 
Attention should also be called to the fact that the efficient and 
economical administration of the Museum is largely due to a 
definite effort on the part of every member of the organization.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS 


Wiuram M. Acting Curator 


The Department of Paintings has received through gift during 
the year 1924 some very important pictures. The collections 
have been augmented as well from time to time by pictures 
lent and by numerous special exhibitions. 


The outstanding gift of the year was the magnificent painting 
by Winslow Homer, “Early Morning after a Storm at Sea',” 
presented by J. H. Wade. This canvas, painted by Winslow 
Homer in 1904, ranked in the artist’s estimation as his “single 
greatest picture of the sea.” Another splendid gift was “Wild 
Coast, Newport’,” by Homer Martin, presented by Leonard C. 
Hanna, Jr. on the last day of the preceding year and for that 
reason not recorded in last year’s report. These masterpieces in 
the Museum collection now represent at their best two of the 
most important American nineteenth century artists. Through 
the interest created by these acquisitions, the Museum was also 
happy in acquiring by the very generous gift of George E. Gage 
and Frederic S. Porter a beautiful landscape, “The Stubble 
Field,” by Henry Golden Dearth, an example of his early 
French period. A fine seascape by Frank K. M. Rehn was pre- 
sented by Frank K. M. Rehn, Jr., in memory of his father; and 
a water color, “Over the Ledges,” by Dwight Blaney was 
presented by the artist. The collection of work by Cleveland 
artists was augmented by a fine oil, “Italian Night, Capri,” by 
William J. Eastman presented by The Cleveland Art Associa- 
tion, and by a water color, ““The Wreck,” by Frank N. Wilcox, 
the gift of Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. An extremely significant 
accession was the exquisite panel of the “Madonna and Child’,” 
by Sano di Pietro, presented to the Museum by Mrs. B.P. Bole, 
Mr. and Mrs. Guerdon S. Holden, Mrs. Windsor T. White, 
and the Holden fund. This marks the first addition to the orig- 
inal Holden collection and increases the value of that collection 
notably. It is an example of a school of Italian art, the Sienese, 
which was not represented in the original gift. 


By purchase the Hinman B. Hurlbut collection has acquired 


an important picture, “The Portrait of Mlle. Jeanne Balzac*,” 


by Eugene Speicher. It is an example of the best of contempor-

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ary American art and will add considerably to the importance 
of the Hurlbut collection. This collection was further increased 
by three pictures purchased from The Sixth Annual Exhibition 
of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen, ‘“‘Antonia” by 
Louise B. Maloney and two water colors ‘‘Air and Sunshine” 
and “St. George, Bermuda” by Carl W. Broemel. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett has repeated her loans of American 
art which it has been a pleasure to record in the past. By means 
of these loans the Museum has been able to augment its own 
collections and represent more adequately American painting. 
Mrs. Everett’s loans include the work of many different artists. 
Other loans were a “Seascape” by William T. Richards lent by 
Perry W. Harvey through Mrs. John H. Lowman; “Early 
Winter,” by Paul King, lent by Salmon P. Halle; and a charm- 
ing pastoral scene by Eglon van der Neer was lent by Mrs. 
Orrel Parker. A most important group of twenty-five pictures 
was exhibited through the summer. These were lent anonym- 
ously and included many Impressionists’ pictures, among them 
three Monets of the Thames series. It is desired to emphasize 
the importance of these loans for by them the Museum was 
able to exhibit some of the finest works of these masters. 
“Diana,” by Abram Poole, was lent by Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Andrews. Two charming eighteenth century pictures by Jean 
Baptiste Pater and two by Hubert Robert were lent by William 
G. Mather and added a great deal to the ensemble of Gallery II 
where they were shown in connection with the furniture of their 
period. 

The painting galleries were rehung many times, and a series 
of special exhibitions was held in galleries IX and X. These in- 
cluded a group of pictures from The Foreign Section of The 
Twenty-second International Exhibition at Carnegie Institute 
and an exhibition of work by Ramon and Valentin de Zubiaurre. 
A very charming exhibition was arranged in Gallery X with 
six paintings by Zuloaga lent through the courtesy of the C. W. 
Kraushaar Art Galleries, of New York; this exhibition also in- 
cluded one Zuloaga lent by Duncan Phillips of the Phillips 
Memorial Gallery in Washington and a Sorolla lent by Mrs. 
H. P. Eells. The great feature of the year was the exhibition of 
paintings by Manet, Renoir, and Berthe Morisot which opened 
on December ninth with a most successful reception. The ex- 
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hibition was arranged through Carnegie Institute and was 
augmented in Cleveland by ‘‘Le Bon Bock” of Manet lent by 
Paul Rosenberg, through Wildenstein & Company of New 
York. Two beautiful Renoirs lent by Frank H. Ginn and 
William G. Mather, and a Renoir and two Manets lent by 
Ralph King, also formed important contributions from Cleve- 
land. During the Community Fund campaign the original of 
the poster by Cora Holden was exhibited in the rotunda; and 
during the production of “The Miracle” the portraits of “Lady 
Diana Manners as the Madonna” and “Rosamond Pinchot as 
the Nun” by Leo Katz were also exhibited in the rotunda. 

The Sixth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen achieved the greatest success in the history of 
the exhibition. The number of items sold was one hundred and 
sixteen for a total of $11,198.00. It has been shown conclusively 
that by means of this exhibition the Museum is raising the 
quality of Cleveland art and providing a market for it. Follow- 
ing this The Fourth Annual Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Painting, including sixty canvases by the foremost 
painters of the country and thirty by Cleveland artists, was 
held as usual. 

THE DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 
M. Curator 

The year 1924 has carried on the notable development of the 
previous year in the Decorative Arts Department. This growth 
has been made possible in part by purchase and in large part 
by most generous gifts from a group of donors. It is desired to 
acknowledge here these gifts and to emphasize the fact that the 
most important items could not have been acquired without 
this codperation. The genuine interest and sympathy which has 
prompted them means much in the growth of the Museum. 

Much emphasis has been laid in the past on the necessity for 
the formation of a group of the smaller objets d’art. Of first 
importance is the ivory casket', Byzantine, eleventh to twelfth 
century, the gift of J. H. Wade, John L. Severance, William G. 
Mather, and F. F. Prentiss. It is an extremely well-known 
object which has been published by all the leading authorities 
in this field. In addition a magnificent table fountain of silver 
gilt and enamel was presented by J. H. Wade. This is a unique 
1Tllustrated on opposite page. 
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piece of French workmanship dating to the fourteenth century. 
It is the single example of early table fountains which has been 
preserved through the centuries, and thus has the distinction of 
rarity as well as that of great beauty. Fourteen illuminated 
pages for manuscripts’ have also been presented by J. H. Wade. 
These represent the work of many different countries and 
schools and date from the twelfth to the end of the fifteenth 
century. All of them are pieces of the highest quality and repre- 
sent admirably a side of mediaeval art which has been too 
much neglected in America. It gives the Museum perhaps the 
finest representative group in any American public collection. 
Another miniature of fine quality was presented by Ralph King. 

A superlative piece of sculpture is the full length poly- 
chromed wooden figure of Madonna and Child, very close in 
style to the work of Giovanni Pisano, a purchase for the John 
Huntington collection. (See illustration on opposite page.) 

Seldom is it the pleasure of any museum to record the ac- 
cession of such a group of works of art during one year. Their 
accession means that the Cleveland Museum must be visited 
by any student or connoisseur interested in supreme objects of 
the mediaeval period. 

A beautiful bit of Burgundian sculpture, a holy water font, 
was presented by André J. Seligmann, and a silver pitcher by 
J. H. Wade. A Masonic pitcher, Staffordshire, was given by 
Thomas H. Garland; two models of brackets were added by the 
generosity of Arnold Seligmann; and a bronze medal was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Frits Holm. Bead bags were accepted as gifts 
from Mrs. W. R. Dunbar and the late Mary C. Taylor, and 
lace was given to the Museum by Mrs. Justin G. Sholes, and 
by Richard Lord Russell, in memory of his grandmother. 


In the textile section a group of peasant embroideries was 
presented by J. H. Wade. Other fragments were given by Mrs. 
E. H. Weidemann and Mrs. Frank Hemingway; and an early 
nineteenth century sampler was given by Alexander Barta and 
a Jugo Slavic stocking and a piece of Dalmatian embroidery 
were given by Caroline Coit. 

An important purchase was made for the Hinman B. Hurlbut 
collection of a piece of modern American sculpture, the “Head

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of a Woman,” by Gaston Lachaise. This powerful piece of work is 
considered by many to be the greatest production of the artist. 

Important loans in the Department include Deruta and 
Gubbio plates, a Limoges enamel plaque and two Paduan 
bronzes lent by William G. Mather. Two bronzes, Italian, 
were lent by Samuel Mather who also permitted the Museum 
to exhibit a fine Limoges chasse of the thirteenth century. 

The sculpture collection was augmented by several important 
bronzes through the kindness of Ralph King; by a marble of 
Rodin’s, “The Fall of Icarus,” and bronzes by Rodin, Bourdelle, 
and Konti lent by Salmon P. Halle. Mrs. Charles Perrin lent 
“The Scout,” by Cyrus E. Dallin. 

A fine Flemish tapestry after designs by Teniers was lent by 
Mr. and Mrs. Howard M. Hanna, Jr. Important exhibitions 
were arranged in the Textile Study Room by Miss Underhill, 
Assistant in Textiles. These included a group of peasant em- 
broideries of Central and Southern Europe, an exhibition of 
Samplers of various countries, and a group of Oriental Textiles 
from the Museum collection. It is desired to emphasize the im- 
portance and constantly growing use of the Textile Collection 
by students and designers. It is hoped that other additions as 
important as the Near Eastern textiles described by Mr. Sizer 
in the report for his department may be added during the com- 
ing year. 

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ORIENTAL ART 

THEoporE Sizer, Curator 
One of the commonest of human weaknesses is the judging of 
others by oneself, by one’s own standard, so to speak. It is the 
same with art. It is so much easier, and therefore convenient, 
to judge by what one already knows, the results of one’s own 
limited experience, and to condemn the unfamiliar. An up-to- 
the-minute twentieth century viewpoint will never do, for in- 
stance, for the proper understanding of fifteenth century 
Venetian book illustrations or a two thousand year old piece 
of Chinese pottery. A sympathetic approach is needed. Oriental 
art is important, not only to the purely aesthetically inclined 
but to practicing artists and craftsmen, many of the most pro- 
gressive of whom are using Oriental precedents to help them 
solve their many problems. The great underlying principles of 
design and form are common to the art of all time and races. 
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It is well to remember that our civilization is only half as old 
as that of China and that, for instance, China produced a 
school of Impressionist painters about nine centuries before 
France. M. Paul Pelliot presented the Museum last year with 
four bits of movable type made in China, some six centuries be- 
fore the birth of Gutenberg. And so it goes. 

The most important addition to the collection during the 
year was a large mortuary jar of the Han Dynasty (206 B. C.- 
221 A. D.), described at length in the Bulletin for April, a gift 
of Worcester R. Warner, the Department’s greatest benefactor. 
Several changes were made in the make-up of the Worcester R. 
Warner collection, the most important being the transfer of 
seventy-four pieces of Korean celadon ware of the Korai 
Dynasty (920-1392 A. D.), described in the Bulletin for April 
1919, to the John L. Severance collection, bringing the number 
of Korean celadon ware in that collection up to a hundred and 
fifty odd pieces. From J. H. Wade the Department received its 
first piece of South Indian bronze, a figure of Parvati, the chief 
female Hindu deity, a description of which appeared in the 
Bulletin for October. From the same source came the mag- 
nificent Sultanabad plate, which will be published shortly. It 
makes a most desired addition to the Museum’s small collection 
of Persian pottery. The Department is also indebted to Mr. 
Wade for two fine pieces of Persian textiles of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries and a sixteenth century Turkish frag- 
ment, all of which are illustrated opposite page 37. Other 
gifts consist of a painting by Hiroshi Yoshida, from the 
artist and an Indian miniature and eight Japanese wood block 
prints from Mrs. F. F. Prentiss for the Dudley P. Allen collec- 
tion. A small but highly important and beautifully shaped 
sacrificial bronze spoon of the Chou Dynasty (1122-255 B. C.) 
was received from E. L. Whittemore. 

Purchases, limited on account of lack of funds for the acquisi- 
tion of Oriental objects of art, consisted of an interesting pair 
of Japanese Foo dogs (Kara-shishi) and a wooden ape (Saru), 
all of the Kamakura Period (1200-1400 A. D.), recently de- 
scribed in the Bulletin for November, besides two wooden 
temple ornaments (Keman), probably dating from the same 
period. These objects were acquired for the Dudley P. Allen 
collection, as was a Graeco-Buddhist figure of the demi-god, 
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Garuda, noted in the Bulletin for January 1925. This is the 
second purchase to be made in the interesting field of Indo- 
Hellenistic art. 

The most important loans during the year were an eighteenth 
century Mongolian rug from Salmon P. Halle, which has been 
hung in the Garden Court; a piece of Chinese crystal from the 
same source; a large, splendid, lacquered figure of a Bodhisattva 
of the T’ang Dynasty (618-907 A. D.) from C. T. Loo, and 
three Rajput miniatures from Clifton G. Newell. 

As for exhibitions and rearrangements of material, perhaps 
the most important, and certainly the happiest change, was the 
moving of the large T’ang stone figure of Amida in the 
Worcester R. Warner collection to the Garden Court. This 
figure, as well as a stele of the Six Dynasties Period (265-589 
A. D.), also in the same distinguished collection, were published 
recently by Leigh Ashton of the South Kensington Museum in 
a book devoted to Chinese sculpture, as noted in the Bulletin 
for February 1925. During the early part of the winter the 
entire Worcester R. Warner collection was exhibited as a whole 
in the Chinese Gallery, which afforded an excellent opportunity 
of appreciating the significance of Mr. Warner’s generous gift 
to the Museum. The material in the Near Eastern, Chinese, 
and Japanese Galleries has been changed constantly. The im- 
portant collections of Japanese sword guards, a subject of an 
article in the June Bulletin, and of bronze mirrors, both forming 
a part of the D. Z. Norton collection, have been on exhibit dur- 
ing most of the year. The stone head of Buddha from the caves 
of Lung-mén in Honan Province (T’ang Dynasty), presented to 
the Museum last year by C. T. Loo, has been mounted and 
placed in the Chinese Gallery as a pendant to the wooden head 
of the Sung Dynasty (960-1280 A. D.) in the Dudley P. Allen 
collection, described in last year’s report. The cast of the 
T’ang Emperor T’ai-tsung’s horse, given in 1919 by C. T. Loo, 
has been mounted and installed on the ground floor opposite 
the lecture room doors. 

A special exhibition of contemporary Japanese art arranged 
by the Pacific Art Association and under the direction of 
Hiroshi Yoshida was held in Gallery IX from the middle of 
September to the middle of October, which gave an excellent 
opportunity for the study of current work in the Island Empire. 
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Near Eastern textiles from the Wade collection were displayed 
in the adjoining gallery during the month of September. 

It would be futile to list here even part of the many divergent 
needs of the Department. An excellent beginning has been made. 
It is hoped that the year 1925 will bring forth other gifts as fine 
in quality and as pleasing in proportion as the Warner jar of 
the Han Dynasty. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


THEODORE Sizer, Curator 


Of the five short years the Department has been in existence, 
the past year has been by far the most important. Accessions, 
through gift and purchase, were a third greater than ever be- 
fore. To be exact, 732 prints were added to the collection in 
1924, compared with 495 in 1923, and 508 in 1922. Besides the 
prints, 35 drawings, between 600 and 700 reproductions of 
prints and drawings, and about 60 examples of printing were 
acquired during the year. The list has, in fact, grown so long 
that it is now impractical to publish detailed information about 
each print and drawing, as was done in the reports for the past 
two years. Space can be given only to a brief summary of the 
activities of the Department, which were as follows: 

The most outstanding gifts, as usual, are from Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph King, who presented during the year over a hundred 
Whistler and Whistleriana items, most of which were described 
in the Bulletin for January. The importance of this magnificent 
gift cannot be emphasized too much. The King collection of 
Whistler prints in the Museum now ranks as one of the half 
dozen most distinguished in this country. Mr. King individually 
gave the Museum a little group of Schongauers, five of the seven 
engravings by Mantegna, besides many by da Brescia and other 
members of his school. North Italian engraving is consequently 
exceptionally well represented in the collection. As if this were 
not enough Mr. King has added Daumier lithographs, Forain 
etchings, engravings by the great early Dutch painter and 
designer, Lucas van Leyden, and such choice pieces as trial 
proof A of Seymour Haden’s justly famous “Breaking up of the 
Agamemnon.” From Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., the Department 
continues to get help in those fields where strength is most 
needed. The fifty-six prints from this source are scattered all the 
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way from engravings by early nameless Florentines to those by 
Marcantonio, Israel van Mechenem, and William Blake; 
etchings by the Venetians, the Tiepoli, and the Anglicized 
Czech, Hollar. The Print Club, which continues to be of the 
greatest help and benefit to the Department, donated twenty 
prints, of which a superb impression of Schongauer’s Saint 
Martin (see Bulletin for June) and the three large etchings by 
Lautensack of the City of Nuremberg in 1553 should be men- 
tioned. To this list a few early Italian and German prints and a 
group of woodcuts by Gordon Craig should be added. From 
Mrs. Homer H. Johnson the Museum received an interesting 
group of early American wood engravings, an art that is now 
almost lost. Three Daumier lithographs and a Goya etching 
came from Philip Hofer and a splendid group of woodcuts and 
chiaroscuros by Rudolph Ruzicka was presented by the artist. 
Dr. Henry J. John gave the large woodcut of Manes by 
Svabinsky, which came from the exhibition of Czechoslovak 
Graphic Arts circulated by the Museum. Other donors of prints 
were Professor B. P. Bourland, FitzRoy Carrington, Estate of 
Grace English Decker, Miss Josephine Jenks, Mr. and Mrs. 
Malcolm L. McBride, Carl J. Nordell, Emil Orlik, Frank J. 
Pool, Mrs. Mead Redhead, Mrs. Ralph Silver, Theodore Sizer, 
Mrs. Andrew Squire, Bequest of Dr. Frederick C. Taylor, Paul 
B. Travis (for The Mrs. Stevenson Burke collection), Lewis B. 
Williams, and Frederic Allen Whiting. Examples of printing 
were given by H. G. Dalton, Mrs. Homer H. Johnson, Mrs. 
L. A. Westphull, the Japan Paper Company, and other sources, 
too numerous to mention. 

The Department has placed great emphasis on building up a 
representative collection of drawings, as have all the important 
museums of Europe. It is a great pleasure to record two Whistler 
drawings, gift of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph King, and a charcoal nude 
by John Singer Sargent, a Forain and a Degas all from Ralph 
King, besides a characteristic Rodin drawing, the first to come 
to the Museum, presented by Mrs. Albert Roullier and Miss 
Roullier of Chicago in memory of the late Albert Roullier, who 
had been a great friend of this institution. Other drawings con- 
sisted of a pencil sketch by Winslow Homer from Dr. J. A. 
Vincent, an anonymous sixteenth century Florentine drawing 
trom Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., three sketches for The Print Club 
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etchings from Henry G. Keller, and a self portrait from the 
contemporary German etcher, Emil Orlik. All of these drawings 
were commented upon in the Bulletin for July. 

Most of the purchases were additions to the distinguished 
Dudley P. Allen collection, the single most important item being 
the full set of the Tarocchi cards, or the ‘‘Series of Fifty In- 
structive Prints,” as Hind calls them. These anonymous 
fifteenth century Italian engravings are not only, perhaps, the 
most important group of early engravings in the “fine (gold- 
smith’s) manner,” but they are the only complete set in this 
country. Only fourteen complete sets exist according to Hind, 
this (from the Stroganoff collection) being one of them. Other 
purchases were over a scattered field—woodcuts by Holbein 
and Burgkmair, etchings by Abraham Bosse, Hollar, Tiepolo, 
Goya (see Bulletin for February) and Winslow Homer, besides 
wood engravings by Charles Keene. A group of seventeenth 
century Dutch etchings by such men as Roos, Berchen, and 
Backhuysen was acquired. The Charles W. Harkness collection 
was enriched by the complete set of fifty lithographs from the 
“Masques et Visages” by the great French lithographer 
“Gavarni.” 

Purchases of drawings were all for the Dudley P. Allen col- 
lection. They consisted of four by del Vaga, an assistant of 
Raphael, two by Parmegiano, eight by Charles Keene and one 
by John Leech, both of ““Punch” fame, one by the great French 
draughtsman, Forain, three by Emil Orlik, and one by the local 
artist, William Sommer, the latter purchased from the Sixth 
Annual Exhibition of Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen. 

Loans were so numerous that space does not permit itemizing. 
Ralph King, Edward B. Greene, Paul Lemperly, the Carnegie 
Institute, the Brooklyn Museum, and the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution all generously lent prints and drawings from their collec- 
tions. Special thanks are due a dozen print dealers in New York, 
Milwaukee, and Chicago, and especially to the Kraushaar Art 
Galleries, Frederick Keppel and Company, Inc., FitzRoy 
Carrington, Knoedler and Company, The Rosenbach Company, 
and Arnold Seligmann, Rey and Co., Inc., to mention only a 
few. 

The various exhibitions held in Galleries IX, X, and XI are 
listed on page 75 of this report. Early in the year an interestnig 
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exhibition, showing various graphic processes, arranged by 
Ralph C. Smith, Curator of Graphic Arts at the Smithsonian 
Institution, was held in the corridor leading to the Print Room. 
Since that time permanent cases illustrating the processes of 
lithography, etching, wood engraving, woodblock printing 
(chiaroscuros), and Japanese prints have been installed. These 
have been found to be of the greatest practical benefit, as such 
a large proportion of the visiting public, not to mention the 
school children, are interested in “‘how it is done.” It is hoped 
that funds may be forthcoming in order that the other graphic 
processes—line engraving, mezzotinting, aquatinting, et cetera 
—may likewise be illustrated. 


A boon came to the Department last summer when Gallery 
XI was done over, the special exhibition cabinet removed, and 
the windows blocked out (as in Gallery V last year) and the 
space thus created definitely assigned to the Department for the 
purpose of a permanent exhibition. It was felt that the print 
collection had grown to be so important that a representative 
group of prints from the humble beginnings of the art in the 
fifteenth century to contemporary effort should at all times be 
on view. Special exhibitions of the work of one man or group 
and of different nationalities or periods should, it was felt, be 
held from time to time, as heretofore in either of the two 
adjoining galleries (IX and X). 


One of the most interesting phases of the development of an 
interest in prints in this city has been brought about by The 
Print Club. That organization decided that there should be in 
the Museum an etching press, “the best money could buy,” 
available for artist members, and for the Educational Depart- 
ment’s work with the children. With this in mind an excellent 
press (with a twenty-three inch roller) was purchased in London 
and installed in the south attic, where it has been in constant 
use by local artists. 


The public has availed itself of the privilege of using the 
Print Room during the past year as never before. Not only have 
individual collectors been given constant help and advice, but 
many classes from the Art School and elsewhere, and artists— 
prospective and otherwise—have constantly made use of the 
available material, particularly the reproductions of old master 
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drawings, which are proving to be one of the most useful 
features of the collection. 

The work of the Department has been ably carried on by 
Miss Cutler, assistant to the Curator, who has been assisted for 
the past three months by Richard Beatty. Paid helpers have 
been called in from time to time for short periods. Mrs. Ora 
Huntoon, Mildred Williams of the Art School, and Bernardine 
Keiser all did excellent work in the Print Room. The greatest 
assistance has come from the Junior League, however; a dozen 
or more willing members have done excellent and efficient 
volunteer work in mounting reproductions, measuring for 
mounts, et cetera. There is an appalling and endless amount of 
detail work to be done in any active and rapidly growing print 
department, and until such work is done the collections cannot 
be made intelligibly available to the public, scholar, and art 
student. 

The needs of the Department are many and great. Reference 
books, often expensive and out of print, are of the greatest im- 
portance at present in order that the cataloguing of the collec- 
tion may be completed. The physical demands are, as is usual 
in a rapidly expanding collection, always short of actual re- 
quirements. As to the prints themselves, not only is the Museum 
actively increasing the collection by purchases, in accordance 
with a definitely worked out and carefully checked plan, but 
the community as a whole is giving such intelligent support 
that independent collectors are shaping their buying to fill 
existing gaps. It is hoped that the coming year may be as 
auspicious as the year that has just passed. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF EARLY AMERICAN ART 


This Department was seriously handicapped by the protracted 
illness of Lawrence Park, non-resident Curator, which led to his 
death on September twenty-eighth, 1924. 

As one of his fellow students in this field writes, ‘‘Lawrence 
Park’s death is nothing short of acalamity.” He had an amazing 
store of data concerning this period, some in the form of notes 
but far too much stored away in a mind remarkable because 
of an unusual memory. Much of this information is now lost 
and must again be developed and worked up by others. Mr. 
Park’s illness had prevented his coming to Cleveland during

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the year 1924, but he had kept in touch with conditions by 
correspondence and up to the last was at work on notes for 
Bulletin articles which he had hoped to finish. 

The two portraits by Hesselius referred to by Mr. Park in his 
last Annual Report were first shown in February. In June the 
gallery was rearranged to include two portraits of Washington 
lent anonymously, one by Rembrandt Peale, and the ‘‘Allen- 
town” portrait by Gilbert Stuart. These remained until early 
in November. 

No purchases were made for the collection during the year, 
but the walls of the galleries were cleaned and painted, and 
several times changes were made in installation. It is hoped in 
the near future to develop constructive plans for the further 
extension of this important collection and to win new friends to 
aid in carrying them out. 

DEPARTMENT OF CLASSICAL ART 

Rossirer Howarp, Curator 
The classical collection took on new life in 1924. Through J. H. 
Wade, Mrs. Leonard C. Hanna, The Dudley P. Allen Fund, and 
the John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust, many impor- 
tant additions of sculpture and pottery have been made, so that 
the Museum has reason to be proud of its small collection of 
Greek and Roman art. 

A full-size marble statue of an athlete executed about the time 
of Christ, after a bronze original probably by Myron, was pur- 
chased for the John Huntington collection. As original works of 
great Greek sculptors are almost non-existent, this ancient copy 
from a Greek chisel is of extraordinary importance, as well as 
being a thing of great beauty. Broken in several pieces when it 
arrived, it was skillfully put together in the Superintendent’s 
department and tactfully cleaned without injury to color or 
surface. 

An Attic grave relief of about 400 B. C. was given the Muse- 
um by Mrs. Leonard C. Hanna. This original Greek work is per- 
haps the rarest and most beautiful thing in the collection, in 
spite of its fragmentary condition. One figure is practically com- 
plete, and the other, though broken, includes a lovely head. 
Both the design and the carving are very close to those of the 
famous Hegeso relief in Athens. The relief has not yet been put 
together, but it should be ready for exhibition by April. 
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Mrs. Hanna gave also the fine head of a goddess in Greek 
marble in the style of the fifth century B. C. executed probably 
about the time of the Myronian athlete. 

Archaic Greek sculpture is not often available, so the Museum 
was very fortunate in the gift from J. H. Wade, of a small 
woman’s head of about 500 B. C. It is a fine piece of sculpture 
and fills a gap in the collection. An archaic figurine from Athens 
is also the gift of Mr. Wade, together with a miniature marble 
head of Hellenistic style. 

Roman sculpture is represented by a peculiarly lovely torso 
of Apollo and an excellent portrait of the Emperor Hadrian, 
from J. H. Wade, and by a monumental portrait in black 
marble of a Priest of Isis, acquired for the Allen collection. 

Eight pieces have been added to the collection of Greek 
pottery. Perhaps the most important of these is a handsome 
red-figured krater from Mrs. Leonard C. Hanna. Two rare 
pitchers, one geometric Attic ware and the other Ionic, were 
added to the Allen collection. An unusual Italo-Corinthian 
amphora and three exquisite Corinthian vases came from J. H. 
Wade, together with two red-figured kraters and some frag- 
ments showing vase painting of a quality difficult to find in 
whole vases. 

A large cinerary urn of blue glass, in perfect condition, was 
added to the group of Graeco-Roman glass in the Allen col- 
lection. 

Six ivory hairpins, three of them delicately carved by a 
Greek craftsman of the fifth century B. C., given by J. H. Wade, 
complete the list of accessions for the year. 


The collection has been moved to the loggia of the Garden 
Court, where it is seen in congenial surroundings. 

The collection of Egyptian art, placed provisionally in the 
care of this Department, has received no additions. The gallery 
has been repainted, and the collection rearranged and relabeled. 
The labeling was done with the skillful aid of Miss Josephine 
Jenks. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


Dovctas Moore, Curator 


The Department of Musical Arts was founded in July 1920, 
and is maintained by an endowment given by Mrs. P. J. 
McMyler and daughters, Gertrude and Doris. It was the out- 
growth of musical activities commenced in May 1918, when 
the Director invited Thomas Whitney Surette of Concord, 
Massachusetts, one of the foremost musical educators of the 
country, to give a series of musical events at the Museum. 
Together they laid the basis for the proper inclusion of music 
in an art museum. 

During the seven years of the musical arts activities there has 
never been the slightest deviation from the original principle 
laid down—that music should exist in the Museum on as high a 
plane as that of the other arts. Details of presentation may vary 
as music adapts itself to its environment, but this principle is 
the only one upon which music can logically claim a place in an 
art museum. The public has been increasingly interested and 
enthusiastic in the music program; the average audiences at 
Sunday events this past season have been little short of the 
capacity of the hall. 

Other musical organizations in Cleveland have recognized 
the value of the work which the Museum is doing. The practical 
codperation which has been undertaken with such institutions 
as The Cleveland Orchestra, The Cleveland Institute of Music, 
The Music School Settlement, and The Northern Ohio Chapter 
of the American Guild of Organists is proof of a firm basis of 
friendly interest. 

In a recent issue of Cleveland Topics the following was 
written about the Music Department: “I know of nothing in 
the whole list of the season’s attractions that should cause 
greater satisfaction to those who are endeavoring to promote 
musical appreciation in our midst than the attendance at these 
concerts,— it is an audience of cultured persons who listen with 
utmost attention and respond to the music offered with ardent 
and spontaneous applause.” 

An article in the New York World following The Cleveland 
Orchestfa’s concert observed: “So far as this reviewer has 
record nowhere else in the United States can one hear all the 
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String Quartets of Beethoven played in a consecutive series of 
public concerts.” This recognition of the Museum’s series of 
Beethoven’s Quartets is extremely gratifying. 

An interesting commentary upon the success of the original 
musical policy is the recent engagement of Mr. Surette for a 
series of lectures on Musical Appreciation at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. 

The most important new feature of the past year has been 
the realization of a hoped for codperation with the Annual 
Exhibition of Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen, which has for 
several years been a tremendous force in stimulating local 
artists to their best efforts. During the time of the exhibition a 
first hearing was given of a new sonata for violin and piano of a 
local composer, Arthur Shepherd. It is to be hoped that from 
this precedent further activity in this line may come, and that 
the Museum will be able to encourage in this way the produc- 
tion of more fine chamber music in the city. The Museum was 
also honored to produce for the first time in the city a sonata 
for violin and piano of Ernest Bloch, one of the foremost of 
modern composers and a resident of the city. It is extremely 
gratifying to observe that such large audiences apparently 
exist for serious modern chamber music. 

The year has also been peculiarly important because of the 
completion of the McMyler organ in its new installation. The 
first recital was given by Charles Courboin on January sixteenth. 
The organ in its new location proved to be magnificient in 
quality and power and will undoubtedly play a large part in 
the development of organ music in Cleveland. 

The reception by audiences of organ programs has been dis- 
appointing. Perhaps this is due to insufficient publicity, perhaps 
to unsatisfactory hour. The special problem involved is to 
secure a convenient time and yet one when the Museum is not 
crowded with people who do not come to listen to the music. 
An experiment during the past three months has been tried of 
a weekly afternoon recital in the hope that its regularity would 
bring larger audiences. The contrary has been the result. Per- 
haps the most probable of causes is that serious organ music 
must win its way slowly and that the public is prepared to 
accept a more serious quality of chamber music than it enjoys 
in organ recitals. 
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The experiment of a few organ recitals during the summer 
months proved successful and worthy of regular inclusion in the 
Department program. Larger audiences were the rule and 
showed that with fewer competing events more people were 
prepared to enjoy the organ programs. 

Friday night chamber music and appreciation lectures have 
grown in popularity as well as the Sunday afternoon events. 
It has frequently occurred during the past year that a perform- 
ance has been repeated in order to accommodate the overflow 
from the auditorium. 

The work with children as in former years has consisted of 
Saturday musical entertainments and singing, and Saturday 
morning classes in singing and appreciation for members’ 
children. “The Nativity,” a Christmas Cantata, was given 
again for the third time at the holiday season. 

The Cleveland Choral Society, founded in codperation with 
The Cleveland Institute of Music, was discontinued because 
of the difficulty of securing men singers, a frequent tragedy in 
choral circles. The Museum should have at its disposal a chorus 
for the occasional presentation of choral works. This is a prob- 
lem which is difficult of solution, but which must be met in the 
future. Choral music cannot be neglected even though it is 
nationally in a period of depression. This is exactly the sort of 
situation which an art museum music department should help 
to ameliorate. 

Special work in appreciation for the public schools in codper- 
ation with The Cleveland Orchestra was done by the Depart- 
ment in the person of Mr. Quimby. This work was partially 
financed by contribution from The Music Fund of Boston. 
So successfully did Mr. Quimby achieve the desired results 
that this year the work has been extended at the invitation of 
Russell V. Morgan, Supervisor of Music in the Cleveland Public 
Schools. 

The course in “History and Appreciation of Music” was given 
this year for only one institution, the Cleveland Kindergarten- 
Primary Training School. Lectures were open to the public, a 
small number of whom availed themselves of the opportunity 
offered. 

Mr. Surette has withdrawn as adviser to the Department 
but has continued his lectures on the Appreciation of Music. 
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A summary of musical events for the past year, showing 
changes of average attendance for 1923, is as follows:

THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLICITY AND 

MEMBERSHIP WORK 


I. T. Frary, Secretary 


PUBLICITY 
Records of this Department show an increase over last year of 
nearly thirty per cent in the amount of newspaper and magazine 
space secured. These figures are based largely on matter appear- 
ing locally, and include but little of that syndicated to news- 
papers elsewhere. 

The local papers have been particularly generous this year in 
carrying weekly art columns, news items, notices of lectures 
and recitals, and in publishing photographs in news columns 
and rotogravure sections. A series of noteworthy articles is now 
being published weekly on the editorial page of the Plain 
Dealer. These are written by Miss Gibson of the Educational 
Department and appear under the title “Art Museum 
Glimpses.” 

Occasional articles have been prepared for house organs and 
community newspapers; special stories are syndicated to 
selected lists of newspapers, one list reaching foreign language 
papers of this city, another, papers in the state of Ohio, while a 
third includes leading papers throughout the country. Copies 
of the more important of these stories are sent to a selected list 
of magazines for use in preparing editorial notes. School Topics 
continues to bring the Museum before the teachers of the city, 
and The Buckeye, official publication of the Ohio Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, now makes a regular feature of the Museum’s 
monthly program, and also runs brief illustrated notes on ob- 
jects in the Museum’s collections. 
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Acknowledgment should be made to Cleveland Topics for the 
gift of half-tone cuts of Museum material which appear in its 
pages. These, together with cuts used in the Bulletin, are lent, 
on request, to other publications. Over three hundred calendars 
are sent out weekly to libraries, schools, clubs, industrial 
establishments, and other places where they are posted on 
bulletin boards. Post card calendars are sent out every other 
week to members and, although included in the Membership 
Department’s work, play an important part in the publicity 
program. 

Special publicity is secured for important exhibitions. At the 
time of the May Exhibition, two hundred window cards were 
prepared and placed by this Department in important show 
windows, and smaller cards for bulletin boards were sent out 
with the weekly calendars in connection with the May, June, 
and summer exhibitions. Magazine articles and outside lectures 
by members of the staff are of great value as publicity, although 
not a part of this Department’s work. The continuous flow of 
publicity through so many channels is reaching a very great 
public and evidences of its effectiveness come from many 
sources. 

MEMBERSHIP 
The Membership Department has a three-fold function — 
handling activities conducted for the benefit of members; 
keeping financial and statistical records; and securing new 
members. 

Three receptions for members have been held this year — at 
the openings of the Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen in May, the Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Painting in June, and the Exhibition of Paintings by 
Manet, Renoir, and Morisot in December. The last of these 
was held in the afternoon instead of in the evening, as has been 
customary, and proved to be a most successful innovation. 
Invitations to these receptions were sent to all members, and 
attendance was limited to them and their friends. The labor 
and much of the expense of issuing these invitations are borne 
by the Membership Department, which also mails the Bulletins, 
post card calendars, and other communications to members. 

The Saturday morning classes for Members’ children, which 
are reported by the Educational Department, are handled 
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jointly by the two departments. Reservation of the hall for 
members on lecture nights, up to ten minutes before the hour 
of beginning, has proved so satisfactory that the same rule has 
been applied to the Sunday afternoon talks. On Friday evenings 
an information desk is maintained at the entrance of the hall, 
and, for the benefit of members who come without their tickets, 
passes are issued on application. 

Through the membership $36,477.00 has been contributed to 
the running expenses of the Museum, and $17,510.00 added to 
the Membership Endowment Fund. The income from the latter 
will be available in perpetuity for expenses or purchase of 
additions to the collections. 

A growing regard for the service rendered the community by 
the Museum is evident in the response which this Department 
is meeting in its work of building up the membership. People 
recognize the worth of its activities, especially of what is being 
done for the children, and respond with increasing readiness to 
requests for support. 

A continuous and successful effort is being made to increase 
the membership, but, owing to the equally continuous losses by 
death, removal from the city, and necessity for retrenchment 
in personal expenses, the gains are offset largely by cancella- 
tions. Effort is made to induce those offering resignations to 
retain their memberships, and in many instances a statement 
of the Museum’s needs and of the service it renders is sufficient 
to induce a reconsideration and a recall of the resignation. 

In pleasing contrast to the record of losses is that of members 
who have increased their support by transferring to higher 
classes, and of those holding paid up memberships who have 
taken additional memberships with annual dues. Others have 
increased their support, simply requesting that the extra money 
be regarded as gifts. The encouraging comments of those making 
such increases have been a source of keen gratification to all 
concerned in shaping the Museum’s policies. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Rossirer Howarp, Curator 


The work of the Department during the last year has grown in 
its essential elements and lost in certain less essential parts. 
The classes and the regular lecture courses have grown while 
activities that have been assumed incidentally show smaller 
attendance. 

Though the budget of the Department was decreased in 
order to divert part of the time of certain members of the staff 
into the care of textiles and the Department of Classical Art, 
it was still possible to raise most of the salaries, to add another 
teacher on Saturdays, give two months leave of absence to three 
members of the staff, and to meet more classes than in any 
previous year. 

The children’s work has increased about ten per cent. The 
classes for members’ children became so large that in the fall 
it was found necessary to curtail the instruction offered. The 
children now are given not both visual art and music, as here- 
tofore, but either visual art or music. Even so, the art classes 
increased, necessitating the addition of two new classes in |, 
modeling. The Saturday entertainments which had lost atten- 
dance in 1923, through the omission of moving pictures, re- 
covered in 1924 through the increase in marionette plays. As 
these plays are created—puppets, costumes, setting, and 
frequently the dramas themselves—by children for children, 
and as they require of the audience more use of imagination and 
closer attention than moving pictures, the staff feels that their 
value to the city is much greater. 

One of the points which has needed attention is the carrying 
of the child’s art interest over the early adolescent period. 
Three advances have been made in that respect: the adaptation 
of the class room program to the junior high schools, the devel- 
opment of the textile collection in relation to the needs of the 
senior high schools, and the organization of the Graphic Club. 

The junior high school problem was attacked through crafts 
and design. Miss Horton, representing the Board of Education, 
invited to a meeting at the Museum all those at school head- 
quarters in any way related to manual training, and gave a 
demonstration lesson to a printing class followed by a luncheon 
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and discussion of possible Museum connections. The immediate 
result was a succession of printing classes trying three ap- 
proaches to appreciation of their craft: the first historical, 
through pictograph, hieroglyph, alphabet, manuscript and 
Renaissance printing; the second from the viewpoint of design, 
with analysis of letters and page designs in manuscript and 
masterpieces of printing; the third from the view point of pro- 
cess—woodcut, engraving, etching, lithography. Woodworking 
classes have come less frequently, but they too come occasion- 
ally. Design classes come often. Picture study has played a large 
part in the junior high school visits. 

High schools as well as junior high schools have sent classes 
in growing numbers to study the textile collections, both the 
primary series and the educational collection which Miss 
Underhill has developed with special thought for the need of 
the design classes. The Educational series is being mounted in 
such manner that examples may be safely lent to schools, and 
design teachers have begun to borrow textiles as they might 
books from the library. 

The Graphic Club comprises a group of boys and girls who 
have gone on from the advanced drawing class into The Cleve- 
land School of Art. The Club was organized to keep the young 
people who began their art education in the Children’s Museum 
in touch with the Museum as they grow into young manhood 
and womanhood. The Print Department has cordially co- 
operated, and the Curator of Prints has met the young people 
in the Print Room one Sunday afternoon each month. Some- 
times the instructors of the School of Art have been present and 
have helped the members in their first attempts at etching. 
The Museum becomes as it were the personal property of each 
of these club members, and Durer and Rembrandt their inti- 
mate friends. 

The Cleveland School of Art has further aided in carrying 
forward the art interests and training of the most promising 
students by continuing to grant eight full scholarships and 
eight half scholarships in their Saturday classes. 

The Print Club has codperated with the Department by 
appropriating $100.00 to purchase facsimile reproductions of 
- drawings and prints of old masters to be distributed to Branch 
Libraries for the children to draw from. The comic supplements 
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to Sunday newspapers have hitherto been the chief inspiration 
of youthful draughtsmen throughout the city. Mrs. Dunn 
called a meeting of Children’s Librarians at the Museum to show 
them the results of having fine drawings in the Children’s 
Museum. They welcomed the suggestion of receiving loans of 
the Print Club reproductions, and already, before the prints 
are ready for circulation, librarians have begun to send us boys 
and girls interested in drawing. Miss Julia Raymond has 
volunteered to start the system, and she has been generously 
giving full-time service to the Museum preparing the repro- 
ductions. 

The work with the Public Schools has been so systematized 
that one would need to be in close touch with it to realize how 
the representatives of the Board of Education at the Museum 
constantly refine their work and study to find possible improve- 
ments. It is likely there will be a slight curtailment in the num- 
bers of classes during the coming year to allow time for follow- 
up work in the schools and research in problems of museum in- 
struction. The broad-gauged policy of the school headquarters 
gives the Museum instructors freedom to develop the school 
work within the limit of feasibility. 

Miss Gibson for most of the year was assigned to teaching 
with the Public School instructors. A year ago she began, in 
coéperation with the departments of psychology and history of 
the Cleveland School of Education, an experiment to determine 
the best attack of museum instruction in fifth grade classes of 
varying intelligence. The result was unexpected, showing that 
the low-intelligence groups responded comparatively better 
than the high-intelligence groups to the stimulus of teaching 
with actual material instead of with mere words. This year is 
being given to trying one method and another with the high- 
intelligence groups. Next year it should be possible to test cer- 
tain of the new methods, scoring tests for two thousand children, 
and to determine with some degree of certainty the relative 
effectiveness of the methods with the two types of intelligence. 
In these days of questioning as to how to adapt democratic 
education to the intelligent minority as well as the less intelli- 
gent majority, the experiment has an importance outside of the 
Museum and of Cleveland. The experiment will be carried on in 
1925 by Miss Bloomberg. 
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Miss Gibson is relieved from all regular teaching engagements 
to devote her time to telling and writing Museum stories for 
Children and to writing educational articles and stories. Since 
November she has had a weekly article on the editorial page of 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

The work with the committee of The Women’s City Club of 
Cleveland and the Board of Education in studying the educa- 
tion of supernormal children has continued with mutual 
advantage. 

The adult work shows no great change. There is a shrinkage 
of total adult attendance of over gooo, which demands analysis. 
The loss is chiefly in teachers’ meetings and outside talks, 
caused for the most part by the fact that the Cuyahoga County 
schools did not hold their annual institute at the Museum and 
that the Curator did not go out so much to lecture but assumed 
work in another department of the Museum. The adult classes 
and public lectures had larger attendance. 

The adult classes have done more satisfactory work. The 
classes of the School of Education visiting the Museum on the 
revised program reported a year ago have had opportunity to 
see repeated demonstrations of teaching and have each had 
three periods of study of the collections. As almost all of these 
students will be teaching in the Cleveland Public Schools next 
year, this training is important. The class for Public School 
Teachers given in the Senior Teachers College has been 
doubled in the number of hours and nearly half of the time is 
given to demonstration teaching of art appreciation. The 
Friday class of Museum members undertook serious study and 
passed an examination at the end of the year. 

Six members of the Department spent the summer together 
in Europe, studying with the Curator the museums in Paris, 
Italy, Greece and, three of them, in Egypt. Aside from the gain 
as teachers, the group brought back some excellent additions 
to the Educational collections, the best of which were trans- 
ferred to the Classical Department. 

Another member of the staff spent a month in the summer 
studying the drawings of Apache children at the San Carlos 
Indian Reservation, Arizona. 

The Lending Collection of the Department has been doing 
the service for which it was originally planned in the Branch 
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Libraries. It is now on a fairly satisfactory plane of quality, and 
it is adapted to local conditions in a way unforeseen when the 
plan was started. The loans are made also to many libraries in 
schools, to a number of schools and libraries in the suburbs, 
and to certain social service institutions as new cases have been 
installed. The collections have further been somewhat adapted 
for lending to schools for class use. The purchase of material for 
school use does not alter the service to libraries, for every kind 
of new purchase is lent to public libraries as heretofore. The 
school service is incomparably more profitable, but it grows 
slowly because suitable material is difficult to find. Photographs 
will not take the place of textiles and antique textiles may not 
be handled, but certain modern weaves, in either ancient or 
modern design, will supply pattern, color, and texture. Frag- 
ments of antique pottery are safe to handle, if not too rare to 
endanger. Modern castings from ancient bronzes are profitable 
in the few cases of fine quality. It is the unanimous opinion of 
the staff that education in art appreciation demands as fine 
quality as possible, and so it is that we must report the appro- 
priation for the Educational Purchase Fund as not yet entirely 
expended.

THE DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION 
Eveanor R. Sackett, Registrar 
The year 1924 records several changes in the Department of 
Registration, the most important being the resignation of 
Frank J. Pool, for many years Registrar and Assistant Secretary. 
Mr. Pool will make his home in Paris, and the good wishes of 
the staff go with him in his new work. 

The duties of registration seem a necessary preparation in 
keeping account of objects in the Museum so that they may be 
readily traced through the varied work of installation, exhibi- 
tion, et cetera. 

Aside from the regular routine work, including recent acces- 
sions, the registering of loans and special exhibitions, the writing 
of insurance when required for objects coming in or going out 
of the Museum, together with an infinite amount of other de- 
tail, we have been gradually clearing up the work of renumber- 
ing objects where numbers have been effaced, or—as is often 
the case—covered by new bases. 

The use of sensitized cards for registration photographs has 
proved most satisfactory in every respect, and aside from using 
this method for new objects, we are gradually having old items 
re-photographed, when prints are too small or too faded to be 
of use to the curators. It is gratifying to be able to report at the 
close of 1924 that the work of registration photographs is 
practically up to date, so far as is possible.

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LIBRARY 
Ne t G. Siti, Librarian 


The Library aims to be a laboratory well equipped for the use of 
the Museum staff and also a treasure house where art knowledge 
and illustrations not to be found elsewhere in the city are avail- 
able to the public. Progress toward this aim is continuous, the 
rate of advancement being dependent on the generosity of 
friends and the funds available for book purchases. Gifts re- 
ceived during the year numbered 119 volumes which, with 335 
purchases and 102 magazines bound, make a total of 6,111 
books in the Library. These resources have been supplemented 
by the generous loans of the Public and University libraries and 
by material from the Library of Congress. 

Gradually the periodical reference sets are being completed 
and new ones added. Seventeen volumes completed the set of 
the Museums Journal, eight needed reports of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology were received, as were also the twelve 
volumes of publications of the Walpole Society and the port- 
folios of facsimiles of manuscripts published by the New 
Palaeographical Society. 


Among other book accessions of importance were Baker’s 
Calico Painting and Printing in the East Indies, Rietstap’s 
Armorial Général, Briquet’s Les Filigranes, Robert-Dumesnil’s 
Le Peintre-graveur Francais, the Catalogues of the J. Pierpont 
Morgan Collection of Drawings by the Old Masters. 

The Library served the public through the 5,759 readers who 
were welcomed to the reading room for the use of periodicals, 
books, clippings, and illustrations. In addition to these were 
visitors interested in the exhibitions of Medici prints, the Fifty 
Books of 1924 selected by the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts, reproductions of Japanese paintings from the Kokka 
magazine, and the Museum collection of Printers’ marks. 
Many classes of high school and art students sketched from 
library illustrations of pottery, textiles, drawings of old masters, 
and other reproductions. Lantern slides and photographs to 
the number of 13,979 were lent from the collection and informa- 
tion on art subjects given by letter to persons outside the city.

DEPARTMENT OF PHOTOGRAPHY AND PRINTING 
E. A. Rucctes, In Charge 

This Department has furnished all the photographs sold at the 
Museum, used for publicity, and for illustrations in publica- 
tions, including the catalogue of the Severance Collection of 
Armor. Practically all of the printed matter except Bulletins 
and catalogues has been supplied by this Department. The 
work produced for the other departments of the Museum 
amounted to $9,363.96, an increase over the previous year of 
$1,816.33. The sales at the desk have been $270.06 less than the 
year before, amounting in total to $1,679.54. The sale of post 
cards increased slightly, about one thousand. For the last half 
of the year 1924 this Department has operated with one less 
assistant than during the year 1923.

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DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 


Through seven years of continuous service our heating plant 
has proved very satisfactory. In order to keep a uniform con- 
dition of humidity and temperature in our galleries and storage, 
it is necessary to operate the plant continually day and night 
throughout the heating season. During the summer months it 
is necessary on exceptionally humid days to furnish heat during 
the night, thus preventing any damage that might take place 
in the galleries due to excessive moisture. During the year there 
were approximately 600 tons of coal consumed. 

Our ventilating system has been in constant use for the past 
seven years. Practically no repairs have been necessary. After 
two years of constant observation we found that the air was not 
moving fast enough to properly ventilate the front part of the 
auditorium. On October tenth we were authorized to install a 
vent grille on the ceiling of the stage, the space between ceiling 
and main floor to be used as a plenum chamber. The duct that 
connects with this chamber is a gravity vent and runs direct to 
roof. At the time of this installation we also connected two 
auxiliaries to main floor suction vent, thereby having a gravity 
or suction vent as the occasion demands, thus eliminating the 
possibility of a down draught. We feel that with this installation 
we have solved our problem. 

The air-washing and conditioning system has been in con- 
stant operation for the past eight years and is still working in a 
satisfactory manner. With this installation we can regulate our 
humidity, as well as eliminate amazing quantities of dirt. In 
addition to this, as an experiment, we have installed cloth 
screens which are working to our satisfaction. 

The cost of operating the heating, lighting, and ventilating 
department for the year amounted to $16,688.23. 

During the summer the joints on the entire outside of the 
building were re-pointed where needed. After the completion 
of this work the upper cornice of the building was cleaned. 

The following galleries have been renovated during the past 
year: 
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Ceiling and cornices of Galleries V and XI were painted, new 
fabric installed on the walls, windows rebuilt to provide a high 
side lighting. This installation increased our hanging area as 
well as improved the galleries. 

Galleries VI, VII, VIII, IX, and X have been completely 
cleaned, new fabric installed on the walls, glass in skylights re- 
placed and cleaned, and exhibitions rearranged. 

The fabric was removed from Gallery I, ceiling and walls 
painted. Galleries XIII, XIV, and XV were repainted and ex- 
hibitions rearranged. 


On February seventh the Skinner Organ Company completed 
its work on the reinstallation of the organ on the balcony in the 
Garden Court. 


The condition of the grounds remained practically unchanged 
during the year. 

The plants in the Garden Court have held their own fairly 
well. It is very difficult to keep plants thriving and fresh in this 
room due to the fact that it is impossible for the sunlight to 
penetrate through a sub-light. It is felt that the installation of 
screens on north and south side of the Garden Court has helped 
the plants materially. Yet there is but one real solution for this 
problem and that is to erect a palm house near the Museum in 
which these plants could be placed for a short period until they 
revive. By careful rotation we could keep our plants always 
fresh. 

There were 266 finished shop orders aggregating $6,270.98. 
Among these the most important was the building of eight 
South Kensington cases for The Art Institute of Chicago; six 
table type Kensington cases for the Museum; one pedestal and 
case, special design, for the Fogg Museum, Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts; one gumwood sliding drawer print case for the Print 
Department; one partitioned quartered oak textile cabinet for 
the Textile Study Room; and many smaller orders for the 
various departments. 

The Lunch Room, which has been in operation since the 
epening of the Museum, has continued to prove a source of 
comfort to the employees and visitors. Many clubs were served 
with luncheon or afternoon tea. During the year 18,199 patrons 
were served, which is about 974 more than in the previous year. 
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The Lunch Room was closed during the first two weeks in 
August for repairs. At that time the Lunch Room employees 
were given their vacation. 

The Department handled 1363 shipments, of which 1048 
were incoming and 315 outgoing. The Department supplied the 
necessary men to install and dismantle 22 exhibitions during 
the year and to rearrange various galleries throughout the 
Museum. This was done in addition to the regular routine work. 

One of the most important pieces of work turned out from the 
Department in the past year was the assembling and installing 
of the Greek marble statue which was completed in October and 
is at present located in the Rotunda. 

The total expense for operating the Department of Buildings 
and Grounds for the year of 1924 amounted to $64,716.64. 

During the past year the trucking charges amounted to 
approximately $325.00. The problem that confronts us is the 
lack of full control of trucks for transporting objects of art to and 
from the Museum. On various occasions it was necessary to 
cancel appointments made to collect objects which were to be 
lent as it was impossible to procure a truck. The best solution 
for this problem would be the purchasing of a truck. The 
objects would then be in the custody of the Museum from the 
time they leave the owners until they are returned. 

The following force is employed in the Buildings and Grounds 
Department at this time. The Superintendent, two assistants, 
one clerk, and one stenographer; one engineer, one assistant 
engineer, three firemen for winter service; eleven custodians, 
one door man on main floor; one carpenter, one painter (for 
part time only); three utility men; four porters (one temporary) ; 
one gardener, one assistant gardener; and in the Lunch Room, 
one chef, one second cook, and one waitress. With the above it 
is possible to take care of the regular work of the Museum. 
However, when there is a rush of work, it is necessary to hire 
extra temporary help. 

Last August the Superintendent was granted a leave of 
absence to visit the Metropolitan Museum in New York and 
the Freer and Corcoran galleries in Washington. The object of 
his visit was to seek knowledge as to the further refinement of 
mechanical routine.

I enclose herewith my report as Treasurer for the fiscal and calendar year 


ending December 31, 1924, which is in the form of four statements or schedules 
as follows: 


Schedule A. Statement of Assets and Liabilities. 
Schedule B. Statement of Operating Expense and Income. 


Schedule C. Statement of Receipts and Expenditures— 
Endowment and other Restricted Funds. 


Schedule D. Combined Statement of all Trust and Endowment 
Funds with purpose for which income is available. 


Schedule B., Operating Expense and Income, makes a favorable showing. 
We have not only paid the operating expenses under the budget and the 
employees’ service bonus, but have also met unusual extra-budget expenses, 
amounting to $6,808.87 and still carried forward a balance of $745.80. 


The unrestricted income was sufficient for the needs of the year but should 
soon be increased, by increase in the General Endowment Fund, or by some 
other means, to provide for the normal development of the Museum. 


Frank J. Pool, who had ably cared for the accounts since the opening of 
the Museum, resigned on June 1 to accept a business position. His assistant, 
Isabel Bloomberg, was appointed Cashier and has carried on the work in a 
satisfactory manner.
